when he proposed that the 282 
claims 
at issue in the strike 


should be submitted to arbitra- 
tion, with the arbitrators' de- 
cision binding only on the rail- 
road. The brotherhoods, if they 
agreed to this, would have to end 
the strike at once. It began Sept. 
9. 


Involved are 5,000 members of 


the four striking operating un- 
ions and about 20,000 other Mis- 
soitri Pacific employes who have 
been idled by the strike. 


The 282 claims involve conflicts 


between the railroad and the un- 
ions over how, operating rules in 
their contracts shall be interpret- 
ed. 
Ten Killed In 
Plane Crash

James B. Barber, editor 
of the Raton Range, said cloxids 
covered the hills and it was rain- 
ing when the ship crashed about 
6:15 p,m.

British zones from eastern Ger- 
many today and thousands of 
others were treeking toward the 
the border. It was a peaceful 
mass 
invasion 
that 
developed 


when the Russians temporarily 
released border controls at sev- 
eral points. 


The Germans smashed barriers, 


and by 
sheer 
numbers over- 


Whelmed west 
German 
border 


police and American and British 
soldiers. 


They swarmed into well-stock 


west zone stores, buying shoes, 
food, liquor and household goods 
to take baefc to their homes. 
Others came to visit friends and 
relatives. Still others merely were 
seeking relaxation or a glimpse 
of the 
comparatively luxurious 


west. ' 


Some Germans might decide to 


stay in the west,after,.once gel- 
ting across, but'there was no way 
of saying how many. 


The Russians eased controls to 


encourage entry of western Ger- 
mans into the eastern zone to 
participate in "world peace day" 
celebrations throughout the So- 
viet zone and the eastern satellite 
countries. Instead east zone Ger- 
mans were rushing west. 


American officials predicted the

cracked through police lines on 
Sept. 2 and 3 when the Russians 
eased border restrictions.

"a propaganda witchhunt of lies

Berlin Airlift 


Flights End Month 
Ahead Of Schedule 
Stockpiles Are Full 


BERLIN, Oct. !_(£>)_ The 


record-breaking airlift to Berlin 
ended fittingly last night—a month 
ahead of schedule. 


Its last plane to Berlin skimmed 


onto a Tempelhof airport runway 
at 8:34 p. m. (12:34 p. m. CST). 
The historic aerial bridge to the 
once blockaded four-power city 
moved into the past. 


The big C-54, No. 7 on the rolls, 


carried news correspondents from 
Frankfurt, but stacked within it 
were two and a half tons of coal 
for West Berliners. 


_ Officials had decided that suf- 
ficient winter stockpiles of fuel 
and supplies would be on hand in 
Berlin by Oct. 31, the target date 
for ending the lift. Airmen heap- 
ed up the necessary stockpile a 
full 30 days ahead of time. 
Warm Sendoff For "No. 7" 


"Old No. 7" grimy from the 


drudgery of the lift, got a warm 
sendoff on her last flight to Ber- 
lin. 


Air Force and airlift officials 


spoke briefly at the Rhine-Main 
airport. An army band played 
"Aloha." Then nine sister ships 
flew overhead in tight formation, 
followed by a swift pattern of 
P-47 Thunderbolts 


She thundered off the runway 


at 6:45 p. m. and headed east. 


The flight through the gather- 


ing dusk above the Russian zone 
wzs unevently until No. 7 wheel- 
ed to a stop before the big Tem-

building. 


There an army band blared, news- 
reels ground and mameras flash- 
ed.

A German crew rushed up to 


the plane and began unloading 
with all the stepped-up tempo of 
the grave blockade days. 


They tossed out bags of coal as 


the military band played "She's 
Too Fat For Me." 
275,000 Flights Since June 1948 
Tonight's final flight was the 


last of more than 275,000 since 
June 26, 1948, the day the allies 
set out to break the Russian road, 
rail and water blockade of Berlin. 
Eleven months later, the round- 
the-clock drone of the airlift had 
convinced the Russians their tac- 
tics could not drive the Allies out 
nor make the anti-Communist 
Germans 
knuckle 
under. 
The 


blockade was lifted. 


From a low of 80 tons the first 


day of the lift, the cargo planes 
of the British and American en- 
forces grew into the greatest air 
operation in history. A peak was 
reached last Easter when nearly 
13,000 tons of supplies were taken 
to Berlin in 1,398 flights over a 
24-hour stretch. 


As of Sept. 27, approximately 


2,323,738 tons of cargo had been 
delivered. 


The airlift was expensive in 


lives and money. 


Seventy airmen, 31 Americans 


and 39 Britons were killed. Seven 
German civilians died in plane 
accidents. 


The Air Force reported two 


months ago the American efforts 
had cost more than $255,600,000 
The British figure was $34,400,- 
000.

Newspaper Week in the Unit- 
ed States and it has wide 
significance for the public, 
and from carrier boys on up 
to the high executives. 


By AP Newsfeatures 


The 
carrier 
boy 
_ gives most 


newspaper readers their closest 
contact with their paper' He de- 
livers it to their door in all kinds 
of weather every day it is printed. 
To take care of his route properly 
he must have many qualities. 


It takes energy and persistence 


to get out every day and cover 
that route. Courtesy keeps his cus- 
tomers happy. He must be care- 
ful to avoid putting the papers ± 
the wrong place. It 4akes sales- 
manship to get new customers 
and keep old ones. 


Early in lifs carrier boys learn 


about one of the big enterprises 
of the world. Newspapers com- 
bine many of the things that make 
modern life. First they are busi- 
ness enterprises. Sales of advertis- 
ing and the papers themselves in- 
volve principles all business men 
use. They are also manufacturing 
plants turning out a physical proi- 
duct. They are part of a giant 
world wide communications sys- 
tem. There is also the news gath- 
ering and presentation which in|- 
volves many things—writing, illusj- 
trating, and editing for instance. 


The news itself starts with 


the reporter who goes out and 
gathers facts. Those facts go to 
the newsroom where they are 
written into stories. 
If the facts that make the story 


are far away from the paper you 
read, they usually move through 
a wire service. The Associated 
Press maintains bureaus all over 
the world, funneling news to your 
paper through a vast system of 
wire and radio channels. 


But whether it is local news 


gathered by your paper's own re- 
porters or "wile" news, it goes 
to a desk which is a part of that 
paper. There 
:• t is edited 
and 


headlines for it are written. From 
there the stories go to the "shop." 


That is -where the manufactur- 


ing' part of the process starts. 
The typesetting1 machines used by 
modern newspapers are among the 
most complicated used in industry 
ioday. These machines turn out 
lines of type which are put to- 
gether in "galleys" or columns 
much as they will appear when 
printed. ... 


A ''proof" is taken of these 


"galleys" and is read by the 
proof reader. The corrected proofs 
go back to the machines and 
corrections are put into type. 
These corrections are then in- 
serted into the galleys and the 
incorrect lines of type thrown out. 


After that the "floor" men take 


over the job. And here the galleys 
of news stories meet the advertis- 
ing. This is gathered from local 
sources and from national agen- 
cies in a process somewhat similar 
to the gathering of news. There is 
also, however, n sales problem. 


Advertising copy is edited and 


sent to the shop in much the same 
way that news is handled. 


The floor men take the news 


and advertising type and put it 
into "chases." These aie steel 
forms the size and shape of print- 
ed news pages. Some papers put 
chases with the type locked into 
them on the press and print from 
them. On other papers, however,

REPORT—The complicated process of gettins 
your newspaper to (lie carrier boy starts when 
men gather the facts \\hich are to be written 
into the news stories you read.

Here it is covered with a special 


cardboard "mat" and forced under 
a steel roller at great pressure. 
When the mat is lifted off, the 
type and pictures have 
thrust 


themselves into the mat. Every 
detail is duplicated. 


The mat goes to a form whcie 


lot type metal from a big furnace 
is poured around it. The result 
is a type metal page form. These 
inked forms are locked on the 
presses' Great rolls of news print 
race past them, picking up the 
inked impressions, and your car- 
rier boy gets the paper he will 
bring to your door.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Russia's 


o-wn world plan for policing the 
atom differs shaiply from the pro- 
gram of the United Nations ma- 
jority on three prime issues—its 
timing, the use of the veto power 
and the role of national sover- 
eignty. 


On these huge rocks all efforts 


to achieve a compromise plan of 
workable 
international 
control 


have foundered since the United 
Nations first seriously undertook 
to reach an agreement in 1946 


Shortly after the Soviet Union 


took public notice of the Ameri- 
can disclosure that Russia now 
has the atom bomb, the Russians 
once again called for agreement 
on outlawing 
atomic weapons. 


But, as on all past occasions, the 
terms were those they have .been 
urging from the time they first 
heard the plan advanced by the 
United States. 


These are the Soviet Union's 


proposals for atomic energy con- 
trol: 
* * * 


On the question of timing, Rus- 


sia demands that any nation now 
producing and stickpiling bombs 
destroy all such weapons within 
90 days after a treaty prohiiting 
their manufacture shall take ef- 
fect. 


This would ba the first stage 


in a comprehensive plan. 
Only 


ers than the international agency 
pioposed by the ma]ority mem- 
bers 
It would not own the raw 


matenals needed for atomic fis- 
sion, nor the dangerous facilities 
—those producing nuclear fuel in 
amounts sufficient to make bombs. 


The commission's machinery for 


enforcing the atomic weapons ban 
would be limited to periodic in- 
spections concerned largely with 
the "declared" plants in particu- 
lar nations. To a considerable de- 
giee, 
international 
inspectors 


•would rely upon written reports 
and tdta submitted by the various 
countries 


The agency could, however, un- 


dertake 
"special" 
investigations 


when it suspects control regula- 
tions are being violated. But it 
would not have blanket authority 
to enter a country at any time 
to ferret out secret activities. This 
power the majority considers the 
essence of a real program of con- 
trol. 


AFTER all bombs were destroyed 
and their production halted would 
further measures of control be 
taken up. And there would be 
no prior agreement for the estab- 
lishment 
of 
an 
international 


agency to carry out any proposed 
controls. 


This means that if the United 


States had a stockpile, let us say, 
of 8000 atom bombs against Rus- 
sia's 100, we would have to wipe 
out this tremendous 
advantage 


without gaining any assurance 
whatever that the Soviet Union 
would ultimately subscribe to a 
genuine control plan. 


Russia nevertheless has out- 


lined to the United Nations a po- 
licing program it contends would 
effectively bar atomic warfare. It

British Tried to Prevent Russian 
Atomic Bomb Announcement 


by Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON—One significant 
incident 


which occurred at the time of the Russian 
atomic-explosion announcement has now leak- 
ed out—namely, how the British tried to pre- 
vent that' announcement. 
They did not want 


President Truman to tell the world that the 
Russians now have the secret of the atom. 


The argument occurred on Thursday eve- 


ning, Sept. 22, just before the president was 
slated to make his world-shaking 
statement. 


The prime ministers of England and Canada 
were also supposedly ready to announce, when 
suddenly the British Embassy in Washington 
asked the State Department for the use of a 
special airplane to New York. The private 
plane set aside for cabinet use was thereupon 
placed at the embassy's disposal. Just why 
the embassy should have asked for an entire 
airplane instead of merely buying a seat on 
a commercial plane to New York was not 
explained. 


However, Roger Makin, deputy undersec- 


retary for British foreign affairs, who was 
long stationed in Washington and an old friend 
o? (Secretary of State Acheson, flew to New 
york and spent part of the evening arguing 
with Acheson against making 
the 
Russian 


atomic announcement next morning. 


Makin's argument seemed to hinge partly 


*• around, the idea that the 
American 
people 


would be too alarmed and panic-stricken. One 
British counter-idea 
was that the news of 


Russia's possession of the atom secret should 
be leaked instead to a newspaper. This would 
give the American public a less sudden reali- 
zation that Russia had the bomb. 


There had also been some opposition to the 


announcement on the part of U.S. military 
men on the ground that we could better watch 
the Russians if they did not know we knew 
their secret. The British shared in this view. 


However, 'the British arguments got no- 


where. 
President Truman had made up his 


mind categorically that the American people 
were entitled to know what had happened, 
and no one could have deterred him. 


That was why when the cabinet met next 


morning he stated "I have decided to make 
the following announcement." He did not ask 
the cabinet for advice as 'to whether he should 
make it. 


"Bomb" Explodes 


With doors bolted and shades drawn, the 


Senate-House Atomic 
Energy committee got 


an advance report that Russia had exploded 
an atomic bomb. 


The legislators listened with long, solemn 


laces to the announcement from Brien Mc- 
Mahon of Connecticut. 


"This is information of transcendent im- 


pprtance," McMahon declared, 
dramatically. 


He added that it was also the most momentous 
news "since Hiroshima." 


Then he read excerpts from a speech by 


Soviet Foreign Minister Vishinsky, in which 
the Soviet spokesman used the words, "reek- 
ing vengeance." 


"That's the key to the whole thing—ven- 


geanpe," broke in Senator Vandenberg, shaking 
a finger gravely. 


Senator Gene Millikin of Colorado warn- 


ed against hysteria, and Atomic Energy Com- 
missioner Sumner Pike then gave his ideas. 


Then, as if a practical joke from on high, 


the room was rocked by a resounding noise. 


The legislators jumped in their seats, then 


broke into laughter. 
What they had heard was 


the beginning of a thunderstorm, breaking over 
the capitol dome. 


"There goes your Russian atomic bomb," 


quipped Millikin. 


The tension was eased. 


Miners' "Welfare Fand 


What very few 
people — including 
the 


miners—realize about John L. Lewis' welfare 
fund is that the pension part of the fund was 
never exhausted. 


Coal miners saw red and struck when 


Lewis announced that payments would stop 
because the coal operators had not been con- 
tributing to the welfare fund. But what they 
didn't know was that: 


1. Only three or four coal operators in 


the entire United States had stopped contribut- 
ing. 


2.' The pension part of the fund was not 


overdrawn and could have continued paying 
pensions. 


However, since no public accounting of 


the welfare fund is available it was impos- 
sible for either the coal miners or the Ameri- 
can people to know this. And, in the end, 
it is the American coal-burning public which 
foots the bill. Neither the miners nor the 
general public could know, for instance, that 
the pension fund has suffered from all sorts 
of extraneous expenditures—to say nothing of 
$35,000 paid annually to both Senator Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire and Ezra Van 
Horn for sitting on the board. 


When Lewis stopped 
all 
payments 
to 


miners just before the strike, it was announced 
that the welfare treasury had dwindled to 
$14,695,304. But 
what Lewis didn't reveal 


was that, out of this remaining balance, only 
a little over $1,000,000 was earmarked for 
pensions to retired miners. 
Maybe Lewis Wanted Fund Depletion 


When Senator Bridges acted as "neutral" 


arbitrator for the fund in 1948, he decreed 
that pensions were not to be paid to miners 
who retired before May 1946. This was partly 
to make sure there would be enough funds 
to pay the pensions, partly because the line 
on retroactive pension payments had to be 
drawn somewhere. 


However, of the total '$104,000,000 paid 


out of the fund since April 1948, less than 
one-third, or $30,360,000, has gone to pensions. 
The rest was overspent, most of it on laudabje 
enterprises, but nevertheless with a wanton 
abandon certain to deplete the fund and risk 
the entire • pension plan. 


For 
instance, 
disability 
payments 
ai}d 


assistance to widows alone cost $64,206,071, 
Death benefits to widows and dependents cost 
$5,546,853; medical care and hospital services 
cost $4,761,071. 


While these weie worth-while projects, 


neither the public nor the coal miners had 
any way of knowing just what they were or 
how they were administered. 


NOTE—John L, Lewis was warned at the 


start that the entire welfare 2und would he 
jeopardized, including pensions if he went in 
for too lavish spending. But there is reason 
to believe he was not at all averse to the 
depletion of his welfare fund in order to give 
him an excuse for coming back for more.

Knob Noster State Park was one of three 


large recreational demonstration areas accepted 
by the Missouri State Purk board from the 
United States Department of Interior. The Mis- 
souri State Constitution of 1945 recognized the 
necessity of a long-range program of develop- 
ment for the state park system. It provides 
that for the next fifteen years an amount equal 
to one cent on each one hundred dollars assessed 
valuation of the real and tangible personal 
property taxable by the state, be appropriated 
for the acquisition, development, supervision, 
operation, maintenance, control, regulation and 
restoration 
of state parks and state park 


property. 


The improvement program at Knob Noster 


park is beginning to shape up. As it proceeds 
more and more Central Missourians will find 
their way there and sing the plaudits of one 
state program that seems to be getting some- 
where in benefiting the public.

Work as 'Week-End' Mothers 


A midd}e-age widow, with no 


job1 experience, but years of ex- 
perience in running a house, 
writes to me, complaining that she 
can't get a job because of her age 
and lack 
of business 
training. 


"What are women my age sup- 
posed to do?" she wants to know. 
"I have to supplement my in- 
come—but nobody is willing to 
give me a chance." 


There must be a lot of women 


in the same position—for I get 
frequent letteis from women who 
say they can't find jobs because 
of their age, 


I believe many of these women 


could solve their problem by run- 
ning an advertisement in their 
local newspaper that would read 
something like this: 


"Week-end Mother. Willing to 


come into your home and run it 
and look after your children. Ex- 
perience: twenty years of man- 
aging my own home and taking 
care of my own children." 


So often I hear the parents of 


young children say: "If Bob and 
I could only get away for a week- 
end occasionally. But we haven't 
anyone to leave with the children 
that we can trust." 


A "week-end mother" wouldn't 


have to feel like a servant or just 
a baby-sitter. She would be tem- 
porarily replacing the mother in 
a home, which means she would 
be taking on a job of real respons- 
ibility and trust. 
No Harder Than Business 
And it wouldn't be a harder job 


for the middle-aged woman than 
working in an office or store. For 
the home-maker can stop for a 
rest when she needs it. She can 
arrange the work that needs to be 
done to suit herself. She is her 
OWE boss. And because "Week- 
end Mother" would go from one 
family to another, there would be 
variety in her work. 


For the woman who was a 


happy and successful home-maker 
and mother the job is really ideal, 


And there's one other thing. She 


needn't consider her age as a 
handicap, as most young couples 
feel safer m leaving their children 
with a settled, middle-aged wom- 
an than with a youngei- person. 


Also, in that job she wouldn't 


be tirfiid from lack of experience, 
She would have years o£ experi- 
:nce behind her to gjve her self- 
coniidence and self-respect.

The Doctor Says 


Tapeworms Should be Under 
icion if Child is Troubled

Intestinal flat worms or tape- 


worms must be considered one 
of the things to look for in chil- 
dren, especially when the child is 
not doing well and the cause oi 
the trouble is not obvious. 


All of the various kinds of tape- 


worms—the broad tapeworm, the 
dwarf, rat, beef, and the pork 
tapeworms—can 
invade 
human 


beings. 
Tapeworms are present 


all over the world, but they are 
more common in some countries 
than in others, particularly among 
peoples who have 
xmfortunate 


eating habits, 


When symptoms do appear they 


usually consist of a vague feeling 
of discomfort, disturbed digestion, 
and frequent diarrhea, loss of 
weight, sleeplessness and vague 
pains in the stomach. Sometimes 
anemia is present or other signs 
in the blood. 


The diagnosis, of course, de- 


pends on finding parts of the 
tapeworm or its eggs in the feees. 
All tapeworms are marie up of a 
head, characteristic for each vari- 
ety, and segments attached to the 
heads like the links of a chain. At 
the tail end the segments contain 
eggs which are shed off. 
Many Curatives 
Most infections of human be- 


ings come from swallowing the 
eggs of a tapeworm in food. When 
the kind of tapeworm is identi- 
fied by examination of the seg- 
ments or eggs found in the feces, 


appropriate treatment can be be- 
gun. 
This consists of drugs which 


are called "anthelmintics." There 
are many of these, some of which 
have been used for centuries. 


The choice of the proper an- 


thelmmtic to use is difficult and 
the first treatment is not always 
successful, 
Fortunately, the suc- 


cess of the treatment can be 
checked by finding the head of 
the parasite. 
Cure is not com- 


plete until the head has been sep- 
arated from the intestinal wall to 
which it is attached, and elimi- 
nated.

QUESTION: Is it wise to 


tell children when they reach 
a certain age if they have an 
aunt or uncle who is in a 
mental institution? 


ANSWER: The answer to 


this depends on the circum- 
stances and the age of the 
children.

or inheritance of mental con- 
ditions is not at all clear cut 
so that in most cases an aunt 
or an uncle with a mental 
condition would not consti- 
tute any reason for avoiding 
marriage.
